Two Counties in North Caro- 


lina, One in Virginia Hit by 
Gale 


Charlotte, N. C. — (XP) — Six persons 


were dead today in the wake of a 
freakish wind storm, that dipped 
down into two counties • in North 
Carolina and one in Virginia late 
yesterday, leaving devastation in its 
path. 


Mrs. Grover Henderson was killed 


in th-j collapse of a farm house near 
Boydton, across the state line in 
Mecklenburg-co, Virginia. 


Near Ridgeway," In Warren-co, 


North Carolina, four Negroes were 
crushed to death by the falling tim- 
bers of their home and a fifth, a girl, 
was^lled in the collapse of a Negro 
farm life school. 


TwoNegroes were injured near 


. 


olina, where" the sorm, ^irst" struck, 
and a dozen or more were injured in 
the vicinity of Boydton, Ridgeway 
and Wise. 


After sweeping along for 20 miles 


In Caswell-co, the storm apparently 
lifted and left two counties untouch- 
ed. It struck again near Boydton 
and a third time near Norlina .to cut 
a swath six miles long1 and several 
hundred feet wide from Ridgeway to 
Wise. 


At least four dwellings, two Negro 


churches and the Negro school were 
demolished between Ridgeway and 
Wise. Other buildings were dam- 
aged and trees -uprooted all along tbe 
storm's course.

Lions Told That Lenient 


Loaning Policy. Is Respon- 
sible for Depression 


Plainly troubled over the large 


number of bank failures in the Unit- 
ed States in the last ten 
years, 


Francis W. Dickey, assistant secre- 
tary of the Wisconsin Bank, Shares 
Corporation, Milwaukee, told the 
Lions club yesterday noon that bank- 
ers' generally are giving a great deal 
of thought to ways and means of 
strengthening the 
bank structure, 


especially as^ it is applied to banks 
in small communities. 


"Between eight and1 nine hundred 


bank failures in a year is far too 
many." Mr. Dickey said. "While most 
of these failures occured in small 
banks in small communities, yet the 
situation created by these failures 
is dangerous." 
He said that he believed a solution 


would be found in' the nest two or 
three years but was not prepared to 
hazard a guess as to what this solu- 
tion might be. 


Mr. Dickey said one of the con- 


tributing causes of the present de- 
pression, which he called a major 
depression, was the lenient policy 
of loaning adopted by banks. 
He 


urged more care in making loans. 


A considerable change in .the form 


of security on which loans are based 
has been noted in the last -decade, 
the speaker said. In 1920 and pre- 
vious to that tune the great ma- 
jority of loans were based on stocks 
of. merchandise in the hands of mer- 
chants and manufacturers and when 
the crash of 1920 occurred it was an 
extremely difficult task to liquidate 
these loans because,of the rapid de- 
crease in prices of the stocks'held as 
security. In the last four or five 
years the major portion of the loans 
are secured by paper of 
various 


kinds, mostly stocks and bonds, and' 
the task of liquidation was of a dif- 
ferent nature. 


"Bank statements usually offer a 


fairly good index of the 
nation's 


prosperity," 
Mr. Dickey said. "In 


times of prosperity deposits are ac- 
tive and1 it is not unusual lor them 
to decline at the peak of prosperity, 
while in times of depression deposits 
are stagnant and bankers are faced 
with the problem of what to -do with 
their money to make it earn. This 
problem is particularly acute at this 
times and bankers are putting their 
surplus into easy term investments:" 


Mr. Dickey pointed out that the 


purchase of investments for a. bank 
requires expert knowledge so as to 
know what to buy, when to buy and 
when to sell. 


"A successful banker must have a 


comprehensive knowledge not or.ly 
of his own community but of the 
world and its markets in general," 
he said.

day to Join a national relief confer- 
ence Jan, 15, at "Washington. 


Governors Holloway of Oklahoma, 


and Reed of Kansas, sent telegraphic 
messages to 
governors 
of eight 


other 
states, 
urging 
them 
to 


send delegations representing both 
the oil Industry and the people to 
the national capitol. 


Expressing their helief that the 


distressed condition of the petroleum 
industry has depressed agriculture 
and business, the two executives said 
the conference "was for the purpose 
of "working out plans for immedi- 
ate relief for this great, basic indus- 
try." 
Large free Imports of petroleum 


products from foreign fields were 
blamed for most of the depression 
by the governors, who said their 
successors in office concurred in the 
call. Harry Woodringr of Kansas, 
and W. H. Murray of Oklahoma, 
\vill replace Reed and Holloway, 
Jan. 12. 


The price of oil has skidded from a 


peak average price of §3.50 per bar- 
rel! during the TVorld war to ?1.04 in 
Oklahoma, largest producing state. 
Only Jan. 1 the Prairie Oil and Gas 
company, major mid-continent buy- 
er, cut off the market outlet of 
nearly 30,000 small wells by with- 
drawing from the buying field. 


Secretary Wilbur of the interior 


department, was advised of the im- 
pending conference, to which were 
invited representatives of Oklahoma. 
Kansas, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, 
j>few Mexico, Montana, Colorado, 
California and Wyoming.

. " INCINERATION OR NOTHING 
' 
After months of consideration and 


irvestigation the common council to- 
inorroTV night is expected to take def- 
inite action which will indicate whether 
the city will build an incineration plant- 
for the destruction of garbage-- and 
household rubbish. The council and 
its committee has taken ample time to 
so acquaint itself with incineration 
and other methods of garbage and rub- 
bish disposal to arrive at a sane con- 
clusion provided it does not permit 
factors not germane to this problem to 
cloud their understanding. 


Two plans have been given the most 


consideration by the council. One is 
to build an incinerator which will de- 
'stroy both garbage and rubbish and the 
other is to deliver garbage to a hog- 
feeding farm, leaving the matter of 
rubbish disposal totally unsolved be- 
yond the suggestion that a dump be' 
found for'that material. 


The vast preponderance of evidence 


in the hands of the council favors the 
incineration method both from the 
standpoint of -meeting a public need 
"and of economy in operation. Letters 


~ from, more than three score cities ex- 
-". perienced in the disposal of garbage 


and rubbish are almost unanimous in 


- indorsing the incineration method. 


-Rare indeed are the cities advocating 
the hog-feeding method and these cit- 


•" f ies are concerned almost solely with 


garbage destruction, paying little or no 


*- attention to the equally important 


- problem'of ^disposing of rubbish, such 
.-as'-tin cans, broken bottles and- dishes 


and other Impedimenta of the house- 
hold. 


Appleton has had ample experience 


tb-prove that a dump is no solution for 
the rubbish problem. The stench from 
the burning dump which has assailed 


- nostrils for many months and the cock- 
broaches that preceded the . stench 


should prove the utter ridiculousness 


'" 'of .again adopting that method of rub- 


- - bish disposal, whether that dump is lo- 


' cated in the city or in the country. 


There is abundant evidence to-show 


" that'the incineration method of gar- 
- bage disposal is not only much more 


efficient but also much cheaper in the 
long run than the hog-farm method. 
If the experience of other cities can be 


s -taken as a criterion for Appleton the 


taxpayers.will be in the long run far- 


- "" ther ahead financially by building an 
- incinerator to burn garbage and rub- 


bish than by sending garbage alone to 


- a hog-farm. The extra cost of hauling 


garbage to a farm situated at a remote 
distance from the center of the city will 
much more than off-set the cost of in- 
^.cineration, including interest on in- 
- -vestment and liberal allowance for de- 


- preciation of the incinerator plant. If 


the city, in addition to hauling gar- 
bage to the hog-farm, also includes a 


' rubbish collection program the cost of 


the hog-feeding method will be very 
.much greater than incineration. And 
this does not take into consideration 
the health and sanitation factors in- 
volved in feeding garbage to hogs and 
maintaining a public dump for rubbish. 


The principal argument of hog-farm 


proponents, it seems., is that if the city 
does not build an incinerator it will 
iave about $45,000 that can be applied 
upon the public debt, provided it is 
not spent for some other purpose be- 
fore the 3'ear is ended. That argu- 
ment, it seems to us, has no bearing 
Mpon the proper solution o£ the rub- 
bish and garbage disposal problem. 
If it as the idea of the city authorities 
to effect a debt reduction equivalent to 
the cost cf the incinerator plant it 
would be much "better to forget gar- 
bage and rubbish collection entirely 
than embark upon a program which 
experience indicates is haphazard, un- 
satkiactory, costly and pre-destined to 


"~ failure. Rather than adopt a make- 


shift plan the council would be doing 
a greater service to the taxpayers 5i it 
simply abandoned garbage collection 
for the time being. The people have 
l»cen able to dispose of the;r garbage 
and rubbish up to now and there is no 
reason to beiie-vre they cannot, put up 
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FROM FARM TO CITY 


When the Census Bureau announc- 


ed recently that more than 56 per cent 
of the nation's inhabitants are now 
classed as "city folks," it merely help- 
ed us to recognize a steady change 
that has been going on for a good 
many years. 


A predominantly rural nation 
for 


most of its existence, the United 
States in late years has taken to mov- 
ing off the farm and into the cities at 
a great rate. In the old days the typi- 
cal American was a man from 
the 


open country,, a man familiar with 
growing things and wide fields and 
the smell and feel of the warm earth. 
A few years hence he will be a city 
man, to whom all of those things "are 
strange; a man used to artificiality- 
and clatter and pretense and hustle, 
whose notion of a fine and homelike 
sight is a glimpse of the tops of sky- 
scrapers outlined against the morning 
sky, instead of a vista of rolling farm- 
lands slanting up from a willow-lined 
stream. 


And when that change is completed, 


the America that we are used to will" 
be gone, and a different kind of nation 
will be in existence. Very likely it will 
be quite as good a place to live, but 
it will be different and some of us will 
probably feel rather out of place in it. 


Of course, there is this consoling

Government

Particular Business

Washington—(CPA)—Insurance In- 


terests, which for 20 years have teen 
involved in constant warfare with 
the proponents of state-managed in- 
surance schemes, are facing anoth- 
er major battle, now on the eve of 
the convening -of 42 state legisla- 
tures. 


Although it is not generally known 


government in business has gained 
its greatest toe-hold to date in the 
field of Insurance. Forty states are 
engaged in one or more forms of 
the insurance business through so- 
called "state insurance funds", eith- 
er to the exclusion of private com- 
panies or in competition with them. 
In two branches of the business, 
workmen's compensation and hail 
insurance, the state funds 
write 


about one-sixth of the total annual 
premiums. 


What is worrying insurance men 


now, 
particularly in the 
casualty 


field, 
which includes workmen's 


compensation and automobile liabil- 
ity insurance, is the fact that scores 
of new proposals to put the states 
Into these branches of the business 
will be urged, upon the 1931 legis- 
latures. 


Monopolies Sought, 


Some of these measures will en- 


deavor to establish additional mon- 
opolistic state •workmen's compensa- 
tion funds. There are seven" states 
that now have such funds, barring 
private companies from writing this 
lilass of business. Ten other states 
have competitive workmen's com- 
pensation funds—that is, they per- 
mit private companies to engage in 
the business in competition 
with 


themselves, writing at lower prem- 
ium rates. 


Insurance men contend that in 


these competi'tiv© states, despite a 
rate differential in favor 
of the 


state, the private companies obtain 
about 85 per cent of the available 
business. This is due, they say, to 


- the service and efficiency of. private 


business as contrasted with, the red 
tape and political aspects of the 
state in business. 


On the other hand, the proponents 


of state insurance point to the ris- 
ing cost of .workmen's compensa- 


• tion insurance and argue that the 


cost element is of primary corsid- 
eration. "When the state requires 
employers of labor "to carry insur- 
, ance, they claim it should furnish 
it at cost.

measure of protection for the vic- 
tims of irresponsible automobile op-

„ introduction of a/number of bills in

Wall Street, New York —(CPA)— 


The remarkably liquid position of 
the banks and trust companies in 
New York and in other metropolitan 
centers of the United States, as Ti-ell 
as that of many so-called "country 
banks," is the. outstanding feature of 
the statements now being published 
reflecirig their condition on the date 
of the last call, or that of Dec. 31. 


At no time since the period follow- 


ing the 1907 panic have these banks 
shown as high'a percentage of cash 
on hand and due from banks, togeth- 
er with call loans and United States 
government 
securities. 
Normally 


there is much "window dressing" by 
banks at the-end o; the year. Their 
desire then is to show as strong a 
statement as possible. 


Due to the disturbances in the 


banking 
world 
and 
nervousness 


among bank depositors, institutions 
have been adopting the policy of es- 
tablishing abnormally high cash re- 
serves and of exchanging less market- 
able securities for Jhose that have 
an immediate market, such as U. S. 
government bonds and treasury cer- 
tificates. Along with this they have 
built up a high ratio of call loans 
and of loans maturing within "CO 
days. 


Cash Ratio Higher 


The effect of this policy has been 


to lift the ratio of cash, and paper 
that may quickly be convertible into 
cash, to a figure that frequently is 
found to be from two ' J three times 
that normally displayed in bank- 
statements. It is not uncommon in 
the reports now being published to 
find institutions in New York and 
elsewhere with, reserves between 40 
and 50 per cent; some even as high 
as 55 per cent and over, when their 
available cash .and liquid securities 
are taken into consideration. 


One notable feature of the state- 


ments L, the large percentage of 
United State government securities' 
being carried. Two New York in- 
stitutiols today'report holding obli- 
gations of the government aggregat- 
ing $355,000,000. The total holdings of 
such securities by six local institu- 
tions are shown to be approximately 
§575,000,000, It was significant that, 
during tlie ^period when corporation 
bonds in November'and December 
were greatly depressed in price, Unit- 
ed States government securities were 
strong and in estremely active de- 
mand. This reflected the exchange of 
the one for the other in carrying out 
the' general banking policy of ex- 
treme liquidity. Its completion - to- 
ward the er-d of the year one of the 
chief reasons why corporation bonds 
at that time" suddenly stopped declar- 
ing and "began a rapid rise. 


May Continue Policy 


- Eventually it is expected that a 
considerable portion of the corpora- 
ation bonds liquidated by bank insti- 
tutions will be returned to their port- 
folios, where here is now a vacuum _ 
that must be filled. The sentiment^ 
in banking circles, however, seems to 
bo that for the time being institu- 
ions will continue their present pol- 
icy of holding large amounts of gov- 
ernment'securities and will be inclin- 
ed to purchase short term corpora- 
tion securities and other short pa- 
per rather than promote a policy 'of 
long erm corporation investments.-
